NOTE WAS COMPLAINT BY SYRIA THAT ACASTD HAS NO MEMBER 
FROM COUNTRIES BELONGING TO ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR 
WESTERN ASIA (ECWA). EGYPT AND JORDAN MILDLY SUPPORTED 
SYRIA BY CALLING ON ACASTD TO ESTABLISH WORKING RELATION- 
SHIP WITH ECWA AS IT HAS WITH OTHER REGIONAL COMMISSIONS. 

2. CHAIRMAN PROPOSED THAT REPORT TO ECOSOC REGARDING 
ACASTD INCLUDE FOLLOWING POINTS: (1) NOTE WITH APPRECIATION 
ACASTD'S REPORT; (2) AFFIRM THAT NO SUPPORT EXPRESSED AT 
CSTD FOR INCREASE IN MEMBERSHIP OF ACASTD; (3) NOTE THAT
